to see, so many beautiful and 
interesting

see them. There are lots of peqple here, 
though, who loaf around the hotel all the 
time, and whose heads are merely orna- 
mented knobs.. For all practical purposes 
nature might just as well have finished 
them off at the neck.

ong ago wrought the out-cropping red sand- 
stone, and the curious pictures that the 
streaks of lighter colored limestone and 
gypsum have painted on the terra cotta 
sandstone. It requires some imagination to 
see all that you are, told is there, but in the 
main the tortoises and the bears and the 
frogs and the otters and tfte elephants, &c., 
,re startling in their reality. It is hard to 
lelieve that art has not had a hand in shap- 
ng the "Washerwoman" and the "Lady of 
he Garden," until a close approach, by 
eaving the road dissolves them into quite 
hapeless rocks. At the south end is the 
Balanced Rock, a great rock perched on' 
mother great rock in a perfectly unreason* 
ible fashion, and with no apparent season 
why it should not tumble off.

We struck a place the other 


day where the guide said we could not get 
through. We had crossed a hill and de- 
scended into a deep gulch.

stairway and full of suow. 
I was in the 


lead and the instant my burro reached the 
brink he concluded to rest, and he'd have 
rested there yet if I hod not dismounted.

Htetory of Watermarks. 


- According to Miss E. B. Thoyts, who 
has contributed an interesting article on 
"Ancient Watermarks" to The Antiquary, 
about the earliest date at which thoy were 
used was 1301. The paper of the first 
books printed in England by Oazton bore 
the watermark of a small black letter, 
which was used from the time of Duke 
Philip de Bomlere, in 1849. As the marks 
came to distinguish various kinds and size 
qf paper they soon gave their names to the 
kinds of paper, as "foolscap," "pot," 
"post,'" "hand," and other designations 
still familiar. The watermark designat- 
ing "foolscap" has been traced back to 
1179.

ing for food they generally find the trap, 
aud when they don't want it you can't in- 
duce thorn to touch your bat anyway.

eating naturally be thinks it generally 
small uso to trap for them.—Springfield 
Republican.

A DUBIOUS BILL. 


Destined, However, to Protect Our Citi- 


zens Who Marry Foreigners. 


The senate has passed a curious bill 


which provides that "no license for any 
marrlago shall hereafter be issued to which 
any citizen of a foreign country shall be a 
party until a minister or consul represent- 
ing such foreign country in the United 
States slmll curtify that the conditions to, 
tho validity of the marriage of the laws of 
auch countries have been complied with." 


Tho bill was suggested by Mr. Thomas 


Wilson of the National museum, who 
through Senator Hoar called the attention 
of congress to tho instances in which 
marriages which took place on this side of 
the water were declared illegal on the oth- 
er. For instance, a deceased wife's sister 
might mako a legal marriage in the Unit- 
ed btatos that would be illegal in England. 
In Germany no man in the army may 
marry without the consent of his sovereign. 
In France no man under 25 may marry 
without the consent of his parents, and if 
over 26 ho may not marry without giving 
his parents notice thereof, to the end that 
they may make objections if they desire,""

Inconvenient," runs the New Englnnd 
proverb, and the Inconvenience of not hav- 
ing little necessaries at hand is n constant 
source of worry to the average housekeeper. 
No amount of money will keep a kitchen 
or boudoir supplied with what Is needed 
unless thougbtfulnoss bo constantly exor- 
cised, and this though tfulnoss, joiuotl to 
thriftlnoss, Is ono of tho best lubricators 
of household wheels. 


For instance, for some reason known 


only to tho mysterious which decree the 
rules of trade, jugs are always sold with- 
out corks, and grocers consider a wad of 
newspaper, or, nt best, straw paper, an ex- 
cellent substitute, especially for molasses. 
Now, in every kitchen corks uro tolornbly 
plentiful, when not want id, nnd if they 
are washed und saved, not by being thrown 
Into a drawer along with soap nnd candles, 
but in a covered box, they would be acces- 
sible. A few mifjlit bo used (or kouplng 
flmpty bottles free from dust. 


Brown paper and paper bogs are too fre- 


quently thrown into the fire or ash barrel, 
whereas If they were carefully folded and 
in odd moments cut into dish papers, cro- 
quettes aud similar dishes would not be 
po often sent to table without being prop- 
erly drained.

thrown Into the wnste paper basket, Is an- 
other article difficult to get just when It is 
wanted, yet it does not take up much room 
in one's desk, nor do rubber bands, pro- 
vided they are slipped Into a little box 
such as the druggists use for powders or 
the jewelers for small purchases.

It was invented by a 
machinist of that city named Joshua C, 
Stoddard, who Is said to have tolled most 
of the time night and day for over a your 
In reducing the harsh screech of escaping 
steam through tho boll whistles so that 
they finally became trained musical notes. 
The foundation of the machine was laid 
and all tho details, from inception to com- 
pletion, woro curried out in tho machine 
shops of Wood & Light, the proprietors 
aiding the young inventor In every possible 
manner. 
When tho Worcester papers an- 


nounced that "Stoddard's gigantic music- 
al novelty" had been completed, every- 
body lu Massachusetts, it appeared, was 
anxious to get a look at the machine and 
boar it blow a hurricane of musio. 


At last the city authorities took the 


matter in hand nnd hired tho curious con- 
trivance for use on Independence day. 
Tbe great musical machine was accord- 
ingly loaded on a epoclal train and taken 
to Providence. 
The operator did himself 


and the calliope great credit during the 
journey, keeping up a constant roar of 
muslo from the beginning to the end of 
the trip, thus giving those along the route 
a chance to hear if not to sea tha BOW 
wonder.
